Heritage campaigner blasts dawn demolition of Red House

A BUILDING steeped in the 
history of Tottenham Hotspur 
Football Club has been demol¬ 
ished, dashing the hopes of 
campaigners who had been 
fighting save it. 

The Red House - a Victorian red¬ 
brick house situated in High Road, 
Tottenham, adjacent to the main 
entrance of Spurs’ White Hart Lane 
ground - was pulled down as part of 
the club’s ambitious £400million plan 
to build a new 61,000 seater stadium. 

The building’s demolition has out¬ 
raged campaigners who have been 
fighting a long-running campaign 
since 2009 to preserve it as part of the 
club’s heritage. 

A well-known landmark to genera¬ 
tions of Spurs fans, it was memorable 
because of the distinctive clock and 
famous gold cockerel on a ball which 
used to hang from the top of it. They 
were removed in 2008. 

Bought in 1921 after the team’s 1-0 
FA Cup final victory over Wolver¬ 
hampton Wanderers, The Red House 
served as double-winning manager 
Bill Nicholson’s offices as well as 
housing the club’s boardroom and 


trophy cabinets. It was abandoned in 
1982 when the new West Stand was 
built and had been used as a ticket 
collection point and offices for com¬ 
munity and security staff. 

Justin Hinchcliffe, of Walpole Road, 
said the demolition was “disgraceful”. 

Mr Hinchcliffe, 35, who is a mem¬ 
ber of Tottenham Conservatives, 
said: “We were enthusiastic about the 
proposed new stadium as it would 
spruce up the area and bring much- 
needed money and jobs into the area. 
However, there was a proviso: Spurs 
kept the historic buildings along High 
Road and incorporated them into 
their new design.” 

Mr Hinchcliffe believes the reason 
the building was destroyed in the 
early hours was to avoid protests 
from campaigners. 

He said: “When do you see or hear 
of demolitions taking place early on a 
Saturday morning? 

“They knew that there would be 
widespread opposition by local peo¬ 
ple. Indeed, had I received a tip-off I 
may well have chained myself to it. 
They have robbed us of our history 
while we were sleeping.” 

A club spokesman strenuously 
denied there was anything underhand 
in the timing of the demolition. 


He said: “The works took place 
over the weekend as they required the 
closing of a bus lane due to health 
and safety reasons. 

“Works started at 7am on Saturday 
and had to be completed before the 
end of Sunday in order to allow the 
bus lane to reopen for the start of the 
working week. 

“The buildings have been removed 
in order to address and improve 
crowd safety and crowd flow issues 
along High Road. 

“This issue has long been a concern 
for the club and was largely caused 
by the location of these buildings, 
which narrowed the pavement width 
to less than two metres, alongside the 
bus lane. 

“Prior to the weekend’s activity, key 
features of the three locally listed 
buildings were removed in order that 
they can be retained, preserved and 
used either within the ‘Tottenham 
Experience’, on the site of the new sta¬ 
dium or within local heritage collec¬ 
tions such as Bruce Castle Museum.” 

The project promises an investment 
of more than half a billion pounds into 
Tottenham. When the scheme is fully 
complete, it will mean 3,500 jobs, 
with £293m pumped into the local 
economy each year.

Empty homes figures prove bone of contention as political rivals trade blows 


SHOCK figures for the number of empty homes 
in Haringey have sparked conflict, with the way 
the government defines a vacant dwelling a major 
bone of contention with the council. 

The Labour-controlled local authority has hit 
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back after Haringey Lib Dems branded as “a 
scandal” government statistics which show there 
were 2,397 vacant dwellings in the borough in 
2015 - the most up-to-date figures available. 

The criteria the government uses is so broad, 
says Haringey Council, that among those prop¬ 
erties are hundreds which are being refurbished, 
converted and repaired. 

And the figure does not just apply to council- 
owned dwellings, but social housing and 
privately-owned homes. 

The council has strongly refuted Lib Dems’ 
claims that it has allowed thousands of homes to 
remain vacant while those in need spend years 
on its housing waiting list. 

It says it takes tough action - including com¬ 
pulsory purchase and enforced sales - against 


owners who leave homes empty for long periods 
and has taken enforcement action to bring 273 
homes back into use over the past five years. 

It says that of the 14,318 council-owned 
homes its arms-length management organisa¬ 
tion, Homes for Haringey, manages, only 87 are 
currently empty because they are in the process 
of being prepared for re-letting after the old ten¬ 
ancy ended. 

“That’s just 0.6 per cent of the council’s hous¬ 
ing stock,” said Alan Strickland, cabinet member 
for housing, regeneration and planning. 

“So, despite government policy making it ever 
more difficult for us to build affordable homes, 
Haringey is leading a new programme of coun¬ 
cil-built housing that will help more families 
find a modern, high-quality home.”

Martin meets the man who pulled him from burning car

THIS was the heartfelt 
moment when Martin met 
George, the hero who dragged 
the 67-year-old clear of his 
burning car just seconds before 
it exploded. 

In the aftermath of the drama 
which unfolded in Green 
Dragon Lane, Winchmore Hill, 
on Saturday, June 11, Martin 
Griffin did not get his saviour’s 
name and was delighted when 
they were reunited this week 
after he tracked him down. 

Mr Griffin is an amputee, 
having lost a leg after contract¬ 
ing a bone infection when he 
was in his 40s. 

He was struggling to get 
himself clear of his burning 
Chrysler car when George 
Perad dashed over and dragged 
him away, seconds before the 
flames reached the petrol tank 
and it exploded. 

Mr Griffin, a company direc¬ 
tor, who owns property across 
London, said: “It was very 
frightening at the time. I was 
getting out of the car, but obvi¬ 
ously struggling because of my 
stump. 

“Then George came over and 
dragged me about 100 yards 
clear. There wasn’t a scratch on 
me, but I can’t say for sure what 


would have happened if George 
hadn’t been there.” 

Mr Griffin had only just 
dropped off his wife’s nephew 
and young baby and was on is 
way back home to Lakenheath, 
Southgate when his Chrysler 
caught fire unexpectedly. 

Mr Perad, 32, who works for 
Barnet Council and is also a 
martial arts trainer at Titan 
Fighter, a mixed martial arts 
academy, in Argon Road, 
Edmonton, recalled: “I ran to 
the car and was shouting, ‘Get 
away from the car’ - but 
another person, a lady standing 
nearby, she could see inside 
and she shouted, ‘He’s only got 
one leg’. 

“It was one of those cars that 
has a gas tank and a petrol tank 
and I knew that once the fire 
reached the petrol tank it 
would all be over, but I didn’t 
really think about myself, I just 
thought I needed to get him 
out.” 

Mr Perad, who lives in Cock- 
fosters, added: “I’d like to think 
anyone else would have done 
the same thing. I wouldn’t 
describe myself as a hero 
really.” 

Mr Griffin, who joked that 
his next car would be a Bent¬ 
ley, has offered to take Mr 
Perad out for a meal as a thank 
you.

NEED A HOME VISIT? JUST GIVE US A CALL 
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Robot is drafted in to 
back up council staff

MEET Amelia - Enfield Council’s latest 
recruit - and the first robot to be 
employed by local government. 

Developed by IPsoft, the smiling tech 
servant will be filling a post in a bid to 
improve the council’s often berated cus¬ 
tomer service department, by answering 
routine questions and leaving the “more 
complex” queries to the humans. 

Enfield residents who need help with a 
planning application or securing a 
school place will be able to ask Amelia 
via live chat through the website 24 
hours a day and seven days a week. 

Her mouth will move and she will 
“speak”, helping residents locate infor¬ 
mation and complete applications as well 
as simplify some of the council’s internal 
processes, at the touch of a button. 

The pioneering robot can also “inter¬ 
pret emotion and react appropriately in 
terms of dialect and facial expressions”. 

Amelia is said to be 60 per cent 
cheaper than using a human worker, 
although the council would not divulge 
how much has been paid for the software. 

And at a time when the local authority 
is facing budget cuts of £56million over 
the next four years, it will be hoping she 
can save them money. 

Frank Lansink, from IPsoft, said: 
“Capable of analysing natural language,

she understands context, applies logic, 
learns, resolves problems and even 
senses emotions.” 

If Amelia - named after American avi¬ 
ator Amelia Earhart - cannot answer a 
question, she calls in a human colleague 
and learns from them. 

IPSoft and the council both stressed 
that the programme would complement 
existing services and not put jobs at risk. 
James Rolfe, Enfield’s director of 


Finance, resources and customer ser¬ 
vices, said: “Our approach to transfor¬ 
mation embraces digital technology to 
find completely new ways of supporting 
residents, in turn freeing up valuable 
resources for reinvestment in front-line 
services.” 

The move has been greeted with scepti¬ 
cism, however, from Terry Neville, leader 
of the council’s Conservative group. 

He said: “Instead of properly planning 
how to provide the customer service that 
people expect, this council is jumping on 
whatever fad it can to gain a headline 
and try to distract residents from the 
poor service they are receiving. 

“Across the business world companies 
are recognising that what people want is 
human interaction, though of course in 
Enfield most people hang up rather than 
wait half an hour to speak to someone in 
our call centres. 

“Major IT projects have a history of not 
working and I have no confidence in this 
council being able to deliver this in a way 
that provides a service residents want.” 

Mr Neville complained that councillors 
were unaware the high-tech system was 
being purchased, but a council spokesman 
said the decision was taken by officers 
under delegated powers and both Con¬ 
servative and Labour politicians would 
have been able to see the summary of 
decisions in the delegated report of May 
27 which was distributed to them. 



VOLUNTEERS have helped 
clear a hospital garden before it 
gets a makeover to help patients 
on the road to recovery. 

The team of helpers from 
supermarket firm Tesco cleared 
paving and plants outside 
Highlands Wing at Chase Farm 
Hospital before work on the 
£120,000 new replacement gets 
under way. 

The space at the hospital, in 
The Ridgeway, Enfield, is being 
transformed into gardens 
designed to help patients with 
dementia and for those recovering 
from a stroke or brain injury. 

The dementia garden will 
include a street with shop fronts 
and Victorian street lamps 
designed to help jog memories 
and provide a stimulating 
environment for patients. 

A Japanese garden is being 
designed to create a tranquil 
space where stroke patients can 
mix and enjoy rehabilitation, 
walking on different surfaces 
including grass as they recover 


their strength. The plans, which 
also include produce in raised 
beds designed to be easily 
accessible and a bridge and 
greenhouses, have been drawn up 
with input from physiotherapists 
and other hospital staff. 

The Chase Farm Charity has 
raised £90,000 towards the cost 
of creating the new gardens. 

Staff and store managers from 
Tesco stores in Enfield and 
Barnet and Tesco head office in 
Cheshunt spent a week carefully 
removing the plants and block 
paving, which are being sold by 
the charity. 

Colleagues from other stores 
travelled from as far afield as 
Birmingham and Norwich to get 
involved in the project. 

The supermarket’s Enfield 
community champion Marcie 
Thomas said: “It felt great 
getting the team out to work 
together in a non-work 
environment. This is a fantastic 
cause and we’re really pleased to 
have made a difference.”

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Borough is top of 
evictions league

RENTERS in Enfield are at the most risk of los¬ 
ing their home as they struggle to cope with pay¬ 
ments, according to a housing charity. 

Shelter says that one in 23 tenants in Enfield is 
facing the possibility of eviction from their 
rented property. 

The charity identified “home threat hotspots” 
across England where people faced the greatest 
risk of losing their home last year. 

It blamed problems on a “chronic shortage of 
affordable homes combined with crippling wel¬ 
fare cuts”. 

Enfield topped the list, with 5,485 renters in 
jeopardy of losing their home. 

London boroughs accounted for 16 of the top 
20 areas at risk. The charity’s number crunchers 
compared Ministry of Justice figures for the total 
of possession claims issued in the past 12 months 
in Enfield with the total number of renting 
households in 2,314 properties. 

Along with London boroughs, renters in Thur¬ 
rock, in Essex, Halton, in Cheshire and Peterbor¬ 
ough, in Cambridgeshire, were also at high risk 
of eviction, the charity found. 

Across England it said 350,000 people had 
been at risk of being evicted last year - more 


than the population of Leicester. Ahmet 
Oykener, Enfield’ Council’s cabinet member for 
housing, said the borough had worked with 
Housing Gateway to buy homes and save costs 
on temporary accommodation. 

He said: “The reality is that in recent years the 
demand for housing in Enfield has sky-rocketed 
and simultaneously we have found other London 
boroughs placing families in temporary accom¬ 
modation in Enfield because it is cheaper than in 
their own borough.” 

Shelter’s helpline adviser Nadeem Khan said: 
“Every day we hear from people who are strug¬ 
gling to keep up with their rent, many in total 
desperation after the court papers land on their 
doormat and the threat of being evicted becomes 
very real.” 

He said it was natural for residents to feel over¬ 
whelmed if they are facing eviction and advised 
people to get expert advice early if they are 
struggling to make ends meet. 

They should make paying their rent their num¬ 
ber one priority and respond to letters and phone 
calls, rather than putting their head in the sand. 

Residents should also have a rainy financial 
day plan to tide them over if they lose their job 
or become ill - but they should avoid costly 
payday loans.

MP welcomes knife crime crackdown 


DAVID Burrowes has welcomed a week-long 
operation launched by Scotland Yard to 
tackle knife crime with stop and searches 
and weapon sweeps targeted in hotspot 
locations. 

The Enfield Southgate MP, who is a 
staunch campaigner for tougher sentences 
for knife-related crime, said: “Knife crime is 
a cancer on our streets that needs to be 
rooted out before it takes more young lives. 

“However, as much as I support and have 
campaigned for more robust policing and 
sentences for knife crime, I recognise that we 
can’t arrest our way out of the problem. 

“We need to support more preventative 
work with families and schools to change a 
youth culture which thinks it is safe to carry 
a knife.” 

The Met Police blitz began on Monday and 
runs until Sunday and includes operations 
against gang members, weapon sweeps and 
intelligence-led stop and search, as well as 
tackling those wanted in connection with 
knife-related offences and violent crime. 

Police are visiting shops with trading 
standards officers to test if knives are being 
sold to under-18s and working with charity 
Words 4 Weapons, which has knife 
surrender bins. 

Edmonton Methodist Church, in Fore 
Street, has the only one in the borough. 

Operation Sceptre is the fifth week-long 
blitz on knives in the past 12 months. 

A police spokesman said: “The number of 
young people injured by knives was up by 22 
per cent in June 2015, but has been steadily

decreasing, with 37 fewer victims compared 
with the previous 12 months. 

“During previous Sceptre weeks of action, 
more than 3,700 weapon sweeps have been 
conducted, more than 800 weapons have 
been recovered, hundreds of shops have been 
visited with trading standards teams to test 
whether knives are being sold to those aged 
under 18. 

“So far more than 1,500 people have been 
arrested, including 243 for possessing a knife 
or offensive weapon.” 

There have also been educational 
presentations to young people in schools in a 
bid to make them think about the decisions 
they make, the consequences of their actions 
and to deter them from joining gangs and 
getting into a life of crime. 

Anyone with information about anyone 
carrying or using knives should call police 
or Crimestoppers anonymously on 0800 
555 111.

Slow broadband 
is unacceptable 

A SURVEY has revealed that a sixth of 
Londoners are unhappy with their 
broadband speed. 

The same research by YouGov tells us 
only two thirds of us rate our service as 
“good” and only a third of broadband 
providers in London are ready to meet 
future broadband needs. 

Another survey by tech website 
Thinkbroadband claims that the UK has 
hit its target of making a super broad¬ 
band connection available to 90 per cent 
of homes, as promised back in 2010. It 
also shows that of more than 400 local 
authorities across the UK, five - includ¬ 
ing the City of London - offer superfast 
coverage to less than half their homes. 

Unfortunately, when I raise this issue - 
and that of poor mobile phone connec¬ 
tivity - broadband providers, tech com¬ 
panies, national government, town halls, 
regulators all tend to blame each other.

PEOPLE in need of practical 
support in getting their life back 
on track can drop into a new 
cafe launched by the Salvation 
Army in Edmonton. 

Sally’s Kitchen opened in 
Fore Street last Wednesday, 
offering visitors an oasis of 
calm to enjoy a snack or a 
cuppa and help with specific 
problems for those in crisis. 

Salvation Army lieutenants 
Dawn and Glenn Roden have set 
up the cafe a year after they took 
up their posts in Edmonton. 

The couple were ordained as 
ministers last year after moving 
to London for training. 

Dawn has experience of 
assessing people with mental 
health problems while 43-year- 
old Glenn has a background in 
engineering. 

They have worked with 
church members to create what 
they hope will be a safe and 
inviting spot for people to tuck 
into refreshments and meet 
new friends. 

Also on the menu is the 
chance to get pastoral support 
and practical assistance. 

The cafe will be open on 
Wednesdays between 10.30am 


and 2.30pm. The church is also 
open every day except Thurs¬ 
day for people to drop in and 
chat to someone about any 
issues they are facing. 

There are also plans to start 
a parent and toddler group 
in September. 

Glenn said: “I’d lived in Dud¬ 
ley all my life, so moving to 
London was a massive change 
for me. The Salvation Army 
provided a warm welcome to 
our family and it has done this 
for people from all walks of life 
for more than 150 years. 


“We’re looking forward to 
offering that same welcome to 
others,” he added. 

Putting the finishing touches 
to the cafe, Dawn, 49, said: “Our 
doors are open six days a week, 
so we can really get to know our 
community and find out how 
best we can support them.” 

“We’ve already started get¬ 
ting to know people, but it 
would be great to see even more 
people as we launch Sally’s 
Kitchen. There’s a bus stop right 
outside our hall, so it’s easy to 
find us on the bus routes.”

Council 
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Prison van break-out bid: four jailed 


FOUR men who took part in a plot to 
spring a dangerous criminal from a 
prison van were jailed for a total of 
more than 30 years on Monday. 

They were part of a five-strong 
team - one of them from Enfield - 
which Izzet Eren assembled to ambush 
the van taking him from Wormwood 
Scrubs prison to Wood Green Crown 


Court, where he was being sentenced 
on firearms-related charges on 
December 11 last year. 

But police had been tipped off. As 
armed officers swooped on vehicles 
containing gang members parked up 
close to the court, one of them, 
Jermaine Baker, 28, from Tottenham, 
was shot dead. 


His death is the subject of an investi¬ 
gation by the Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission. 

At Woolwich Crown Court on Mon¬ 
day, Izzet Eren’s cousin, Ozcran Eren, 
32, of Douglas Road, Wood Green, 
was jailed for eight-and-a-half years 
after pleading guilty to conspiring in 
the escape plot and possession of an 


imitation firearm. Izzet Eren, 32, also 
received an eight-and-a-half-year 
prison sentence, having pleaded 
guilty to the same charges. 

He is already serving 14 years for 
unrelated firearms offences handed to 
him on the day the plot to spring 
him failed. 

The other co-conspirators in the 
plot - Nathan Mason, 30, of South 
Tottenham, and Gokay Sogucakli, 19, 
from Tottenham, were sentenced to 
nine years and five-and-half years 
respectively after pleading guilty to 
conspiracy and possession of an 
imitation firearm. 

The fifth member of the gang, 


Eren Hayser, 25, of Kettering Road, 
Enfield Wash, who was convicted last 
month after denying conspiracy and 
firearms charges, will be sentenced at 
a later date. 

Detective Chief Superintendent 
Tom Manson, from the Met Police's 
Serious and Organised Crime 
Command, said: “The sentencing 
reflects the gravity of this bold and 
audacious plot. 

“These five men conspired to carry 
out a professional and well-planned 
break-out from a prison transport 
van so a dangerous convicted 
criminal could escape a lengthy 
prison sentence.”

Standing up

A LEADING figure in Enfield’s lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender 
(LGBT) community has paid tribute to those killed and injured in the mass 
shooting at a gay nightclub in Florida. 

Tim Fellows said that his “deepest sympathies” were with the victims and 
their families. Forty-nine people died at the hands of a suspected terrorist 
who opened fire inside the Pulse club, in Orlando, on Sunday 
last week. 

Mr Fellows is the chief executive officer of Enfield LGBT 
Network, a consortium of organisations and individuals who 
work to improve services and support within the borough’s 
gay community. 

Speaking from its Lancaster Road headquarters, he said: 
“It’s an absolute tragedy and our sympathies go out to 
those victims and their families and friends. 

“The problem now is that this atrocity is being hijacked 
by other groups, it’s not about immigration, or gun lobby 
groups, it’s about a shooting in a gay club - the killing 
of a marginalised group. 

“It’s very easy to think that equality has arrived, but 
there are still pockets of hatred out there.” 

Elsewhere in the borough, Enfield Council showed 
its support by flying the rainbow flag, synonymous 
with gay pride, from the civic centre, in Silver Street, 
Enfield Town. 

Yasemin Brett, cabinet member for community, arts 
and culture, said: “The Mayor of Enfield and I, on 
behalf of councillors, officers and residents of 
Enfield wish to express our sincere condolences 
to all the victims of the Florida atrocity and their 
families and extend our heartfelt sympathies to 
the dead and injured. 

“This cowardly attack targeted people’s freedom, 
the freedom to choose one’s sexual orientation 
and the freedom to determine one’s way of life. 
“Terrorism of any sort is completely unjustified 
and the council utterly condemns it and all 
crimes of violence. 

“We will be flying the rainbow flag at Enfield 
Civic Centre as a mark of respect and solidar¬ 
ity for the victims of this appalling crime.”

Homes are keen to “deliver a 
unique museum experience” at the 
mansion - but the Save Trent Park 
group is calling on them to offer 
more space than they are currently 
offering. 

Covert listening devices were 
used to eavesdrop on German pris¬ 
oners of war during World War II at 
the mansion off Cockfosters Road 
in one of the conflict’s best-kept 
secret operations. 

It is thought that Hitler’s deputy 
Rudolph Hess was held there tem¬ 
porarily after he was captured on a 
peace mission in 1941. However, 
the government has ruled against 
releasing documents which could 
settle the mystery. 

The mansion was sold by Mid¬ 
dlesex University to a Malaysian 
university in 2012 and remained 
empty until it was bought by 
Berkeley Homes last year. 

The company said it plans to 
offer space for a museum and man¬ 
aging director Piers Clanford said 
he wanted a museum “which is 
high quality, viable and sustainable 
in the long term”. 

More than 350 people attended a 
public meeting held by the Save 
Trent Park campaign last Thursday. 

They unveiled their plans for a 


museum to reveal the mansion’s 
wartime secrets as well as its 
history as a country mansion 
where Charlie Chaplin, Lawrence 
of Arabia and Edward VIII 
were entertained. 

Historian Dr Helen Fry said: 
“We must give Trent Park the full 
space that it needs to honour and 
tell the story of the war-winning 
intelligence that happened here 
during World War II. 

“To do that we are campaigning 
for half the stable block, the whole 
of the ground floor and basement 
of the mansion house as an 
absolute minimum.” 

Iain Standen, the boss of the 
wartime code-breaking centre 
Bletchley Park, said a museum 
was “a great project, and it can 
be delivered”. 

One of the last remaining 
wartime “secret listeners”, Fritz 
Lustig, said: “I consider it of 
the utmost importance that the 
intelligence work that was done at 
Trent Park during the war is not 
forgotten and a museum should 
be established.” 

Campaign supporters include 
actor and TV star Sir David Jason, 
who was bom in Edmonton and is a 
history enthusiast. 


Shop owner is fined 
for pavement display 


A SUPERMARKET owner who 
repeatedly broke the law by 
displaying fruit and veg outside 
his shop has been fined. 

The owner of Elif Food Centre, 
in Palmers Green, ignored 
Enfield Council’s warnings not 
to place pallets on the street 
without a licence and was 
prosecuted at Tottenham 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Koray Limited, the owners of 
the Elif Food Centre, and 
director Kemal Koca, 35, of 
Waltham Abbey, Essex, were 
found guilty and ordered to pay 
£3,671. They were fined £200 for 
each of the five breaches of the 
law and ordered to pay a £20 
victim surcharge, plus £1,325 
costs for Mr Koca and £1,326 
costs for the company. 

Daniel Anderson, the council’s 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment, said: “Boxes and racks on 
the pavement can be hazardous 
for people in wheelchairs or 
pushing buggies. 

“They can be a tripping 
hazard and will not be tolerated. 
Anyone blocking the pavement 
like this will be prosecuted. 

“The council will act firmly 
against any business which flouts 
the law, including those who 
believe that the pavement is part 
of their premises and who put 
their wares out on the street 
without a street trading licence.” 

Magistrates heard that in July 
last year an environmental crime 
officer from the local authority 
visited the supermarket and saw 
that wooden racks had been 
placed on the pavement outside

the shop displaying fruit and veg. 
Staff were warned that 
enforcement action would be 
taken by the council if the goods 
were not removed. 

A month later an officer 
visited the Elif Food Centre 
again and took a photograph 
showing that the goods and racks 
remained on the public highway 
and, despite fixed penalty notices 
costing £150 being issued on 
August 5, the racks were still 
there when officers returned on 
August 25, September 15 and 
October 20. 
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Modern classics help choir 
get in tune with the times

A PIONEERING new Enfield choir has some¬ 
thing to sing about after breaking the mould with 
its modern approach. 

Fledgling RVoices has only been in existence 
four months, but a determination to spurn the old- 
fashioned, strait-laced traditional image of choirs 
has reaped rewards. 

It really is a case of Roll over Beethoven with 
the choir’s repertoire featuring songs by David 
Bowie, Amy Whitehouse, Justin Timberlake, The 
Supremes, Chaka Khan and other contemporary 
artists, with not a classical composition or hymn 
to be heard. 

Musician, songwriter, voice coach and Enfield 
resident Richard Forbes decided to form RVoices 
because he thought the borough was short of 
recreational and social activities for residents to 
do in the evenings. 

Although there were choirs, he sensed a reluc¬ 
tance on behalf of people to join them - even 
those who enjoyed singing. 

“Many people have the impression they are old- 
fashioned,” he explained. “There is a stigma 
attached to them owed in part to perception and 
their experience of choirs at school or church.” 

“I wanted to change people’s views and 
popularise community singing as celebrity 
choirmaster Gareth Malone has done with his 
TV programmes. 

“And there is nobody, whatever anyone tells 
you, who can’t sing. Those who say I’m tone 
deaf and can’t hold a tune are wrong. You can 
always improve and it’s about enjoying singing as 
an ensemble.” 


Richard, 38, is a graduate of the Musicians 
Institute.He has written and performed with top 
artists of the calibre of Sam Smith and Paloma 
Faith, has been involved with West End musicals 
and has even written the score for the BAFTA- 
winning independent film Convenience. 

He started the choir in a room above The Kings 
Head pub, in The Green, Winchmore Hill where it 
meets every Thursday night from 7.30pm to 9pm. 

By word of mouth and through social media, it 
now has 44 members aged 18 to 71 with upcom¬ 
ing performances at the Friends of Firs Farm 
event and the Livestock Music Festival. 


Its success has led to a second night at the pub 
to accommodate new members - on Tuesdays 
from 8.30pm to 10pm. 

“Singing has been proven to be beneficial 
to people’s well-being and what better way to 
de-stress and forget about the trials and tribula¬ 
tions of your working day than to enjoy the 
pleasure of singing in pleasant surrounding with 
convivial company to socialise and have a glass 
of wine or beer with at the end of the evening,” 
added Richard.

Stunned MPs pay 
tribute to Jo Cox 

POLITICIANS have united in paying tribute to 
MP Jo Cox after her brutal killing. 

The MP for Batley and Spen, in Yorkshire, was 
shot and stabbed in a shocking attack in the vil¬ 
lage of Birstall last Thursday. 

Thomas Mair, 52, who has been charged with 
her murder, was remanded in custody at the 
Old B ailey on Monday until a further court 
appearance tomorrow. 

Enfield North Labour MP Joan Ryan said: “Jo 
was a wonderful human being - passionate, 
clever and caring. She was a brilliant MP and 
above all else a wife and mother.” 

The Conservative MP for Enfield Southgate 
David Burrowes took part with Mrs Cox in the 
annual Lords v Commons tug of war competition 
earlier this month raising £113,000 for Macmil¬ 
lan Cancer Support. 

He said her death was a “sickening blow, pri¬ 
marily for Jo’s family”, adding: “It’s shaken us 
all to the core.” 

He had worked with Mrs Cox over their shared 
concern about refugees and said her death must 
not put people off getting involved in politics. 

“We have the most accessible democracy, it 
must continue,” he said. “One of her legacies 
must be to get more women and more people into 
public life.” 

He has looked at security, especially for his 
staff, to ensure business can carry on as normal. 

At Enfield Civic Centre, in Silver Street, 
flags are flying at half mast in tribute to the 
MP, who was attacked as she prepared for a 
constituency surgery. 

Yasemin Brett, Enfield Council’s cabinet 
member for arts and culture, said: “We must not 
allow her death to put barriers between voters 
and politicians.” 

She added that the council took the safety and 
security of staff and councillors very seriously 
and carries out risk assessments of places where 
they meet the public to minimise safety risks.

A CLEARING in a small leafy wood as the 
sun sets on a summer’s evening is perhaps 
the ideal setting for a production of Shake¬ 
speare’s A Midsummer Night’s Dream.

“You do get some motorbikes and sirens 
in the background, but the birdsong is the 
main thing we have to contend with, but

I T has been 20 years since US President 
Thomas J Whitmore (Bill Pullman) issued 
his rallying cry to the human race and 
inspired a global air force including crack 
pilot Steven Hiller (Will Smith) to repel alien 
invaders intent on destroying earth.

A Jack Russell terrier and an affection- 
starved mongrel replace Woody and Buzz 
Lightyear as the feuding central charac¬ 
ters, whose rivalry mellows into mutual 
affection when they are separated from 
their owner. 

The central concept isn’t original, but 
there’s an infectious charm to every shiny 
frame of Renaud and Cheney’s well- 
groomed picture, which mercilessly 
exploits our affection for the critters that 
share our homes. 


Katie (voiced by Ellie Kemper) lives in her 
Manhattan apartment with a mischievous 
terrier named Max (Louis CK). 

He is good friends with other domesti¬ 
cated animals and birds including a pam¬ 
pered Eskimo dog named Gidget (Jenny 
Slate), who is head over fluffy tail in love 
with Max, and a sardonic house cat 
named Chloe (Lake Bell), who nurtures a 
healthy disdain for anything that doesn’t 
enrich her selfish existence. 

Max’s bond with Katie is threatened 
when his owner brings home a lolloping 
mongrel named Duke (Eric Stonestreet), 
whom she has saved from the pound. 

Intense rivalry spills out on to the city 
streets, where Max and Duke fall foul of a

XC90 - not just a pretty face

V OLVO’S XC90 has been 
around for a little over a year, 
but in that time, it’s already 
secured a stack of awards and is prov¬ 
ing hugely popular with buyers, too. 
It mixes sensible design with attrac¬ 
tive looks and is even more spacious 
and practical than the old car. 

But now the crowning glory of the 
XC90 range has arrived in the shape 
of the T8 model. Combining a 2.0- 
litre petrol engine that is both tur¬ 
bocharged and supercharged with an 
electric motor and battery pack 
makes the T8 a plug-in hybrid, and 
one that has the potential to deliver 
some impressive performance and 
economy figures. 

Only the keenest of eyes will be 
able to distinguish the T8 from its 
conventional siblings. Chiefly, it is 
the discreet badges front and rear that 
are the most obvious changes, but 
also the additional filler flap on the 


front wing, which gives access to the 
charging connections. This car then 
doesn’t make a fuss about its capabil¬ 
ities. It is as discreetly handsome as 
all the other XC90s you can buy. 

That’s no doubt part of the reason 
why it holds so much kerb appeal. 
Where much of the competition has 
decided that bold or even brash is the 
way to design a large SUV, the more 
subtle Volvo approach is welcome. 

It’s not just a pretty face, however, as 
the XC90 is even more of a family 
wagon than before. Up front there are 
acres of space, even with the wide 
transmission tunnel, the second row is 
comfortable and spacious, too, while 
the third row is one of the more use¬ 
ful in the class and is easy to access. 

The boot is useful in seven-seat 
mode and huge in five-seat configu¬ 
ration and plumping for the air sus¬ 
pension means you can raise and 
lower the rear end for easier loading. 

Once installed in that attractive 
cabin, there’s little to tell you that the 


XC90 T8 has a significantly different 
powertrain. It has four modes to mar¬ 
shal what’s available - hybrid, where 
the car sorts out the best use of 
energy for itself, pure, which uses 
electric only, power mode, where 
both petrol engine and electric motor 
work at the same time to give four- 
wheel-drive, and save, where the bat¬ 
tery’s charge is maintained until you 
choose to use it. 

In hybrid mode, the petrol engine is 
dormant at low speeds and while the 
battery is charged, should you prod 
the accelerator hard enough, it 
chimes in seamlessly. As with a regu¬ 
lar hybrid you can add charge back 
into the battery by careful use of the 
brakes, helping it to reach the claimed 
electric-only range of 27 miles. 

On the flip side, in power mode the 
T8 is something of subtle rocket ship. 
There’s 401bhp available with both 
engine and motor combined, enough 
to propel it to 62mph from rest in 
only 5.6 seconds. Using it this way 


means higher fuel consumption, of 
course, but the official NEDC com¬ 
bined figure of 134.5mpg and 
49g/km of C02 means it qualifies for 
the government grant. 

There’s no doubt the T8 is a rela¬ 
tively expensive car - £60,455 in 
Momentum guise as tested here - but 
if it suits the way you need to use 
your car, it also has the potential to be 
cheap to run. The specification is 
also quite lavish - satellite navigation 
on the nine-inch touchscreen, pow¬ 
ered leather seats, aluminium trim, 
19-inch alloy wheels and a power 
tailgate, to name just a few. 

If you have almost any combination 
of children and adults, the XC90 T8 
can cope, making it a superb family 
vehicle. On the other hand, if you 
have to commute into a city, having 
that saved electric mode is a handy 
bonus, especially as you can relax in 
the sumptuous cabin while you do it. 
It’s a luxury car for sure, but one that 
justifies the expense.

POCHETTINO IS 
RARING TO GO

TOTTENHAM HOTSPUR head coach 
Mauricio Pochettino is eagerly anticipating 
the start of the new season following the 
publication of the Premier League fixtures. 

The full fixture list was unveiled on 
Thursday, and Spurs find themselves facing 
a tricky trip to Everton in the season opener 
on August 13. 

Pochettino is well aware that Tottenham 
have been handed a difficult opening clash, 
but he is excited to get under way again as 
the side look to build on their third-placed 
finish of last time around. 

“It’s exciting to know the fixtures,” 
Pochettino said. “It’s a tough game to start 
with. Everton have a new manager in 
Ronald Koeman, who we know very well, 
and starting at Goodison Park will be diffi¬ 
cult, just like it has been in the last two 
years. 

“I remember my first game with Totten¬ 
ham in the Premier League was at West Ham, 
then the second year was at Manchester 
United and now Goodison Park. It’s never 
easy. 

“But it’s OK, we’re excited and now we 
start to feel next season is coming. It’s now 
about being ready to compete because it’s 
always important to start well. 

“We’re in the middle of the summer and 
it’s a moment to do our homework so we 
start pre-season clear with the squad and the 
players are focused on the start of the sea¬ 
son. So it’s important to work hard now, but 
exciting as well. This is our passion.” 

Spurs follow their opener with successive 


home games against Crystal Palace on 
August 20 and Liverpool on August 27 
before visiting Stoke City on September 10 
following an international break. 

Spurs host Manchester City on October 1 
(3pm) and welcome champions Leicester to 
White Hart Lane on October 29, before a 
tough run of fixtures in November begins 
with the first north London derby of the sea¬ 
son at Arsenal on November 5 - followed by 
further derby clashes at home to West Ham 
United on November 19 and at Chelsea on 
November 26. 

Boxing Day sees Tottenham going to 
Southampton, and they visit Watford on 
New Year’s Eve before starting 2017 by 
hosting Chelsea on January 2. 

A tough-looking run-in sees Spurs visiting 
Leicester on April 22, hosting Arsenal on 
April 29, visiting West Ham on May 6 and 
entertaining Manchester United in what is 
likely to be the last ever game at White Hart 
Lane on May 13, before rounding off their 
campaign at Hull City on May 21. 

Meanwhile, Spurs are believed to be on 
the brink of securing their first signing of 
the summer, with reports claiming that 
Southampton midfielder Victor Wanyama 
has undergone a medical at the club. 

Wanyama, who has been a target of 
Tottenham for some time, is expected to 
sign on a four-year deal for a fee in the 
region of £11 million. 

Although signing a striker to provide 
back-up for Harry Kane is thought to be 
Spurs’ priority during the current transfer 
window, they are also looking to bolster 
their midfield ahead of their return to the 
Champions League. 



Fast start sets Skolars up for victory

• The UK would be able to lower VAT on domestic energy bills if we left 
the EU.VAT on household gas and electricity is currently charged at 5% 

in the UK and EU rules mean we can't lower this, hence improving the cost 
of living. 


Freedom: 


• The Government's own report, released on 14th April 2016, confirms that 
the UK is no longer a sovereign nation, as: 

the UK has no overall control of its borders 
the UK has no right to control immigration 
the EU laws override UK laws 
the EU decides tax rules 

the EU now controls vast areas of the life of British people 

• The EU is run by 28 bureaucrats who are not elected and who cannot 
be removed. 

• If you do not take care, Freedom can be easily given away, and yet it is 
not so easily recovered. Unfortunately, where the EU is concerned, did 
you but know it,your Freedom has already been given away.This 
referendum is not a choice about whether to give away your freedom 
but a one time opportunity to win it back.

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Housing:

• Enfield has a severe shortage of Council and Housing Association homes 
for meeting the needs of everyone who wants one in Enfield. 

• In Enfield, over the past five years less than 900 homes became available 
for letting each year to applicants on Enfield’s Housing Register. 

• EU rules stop us building the homes we need, with rules like the Habitats 
Directive causing additional costs and delays. 


Schools: 


• There are 37 schools in Enfield where a majority of pupils have English as 
a second language which puts pressure on school budgets and teachers. 

• By 2020 as a result of uncontrolled immigration Enfield will have a strain 
on school places. 

• Across the country 240,000 new primary places are needed, 37 per cent 
of them in London. Seventeen London boroughs, mostly outside the centre 
of the city, face a‘severe’ problem, with a shortfall of more than 5%. 

• When we consider the fact that the 2015-16 schools block unit of funding 
is £4,612 per pupil, 100,000 additional school places would therefore cost 
£461 million. Our gross contribution to the EU in 2014 was £ 19.1 billion, 
so 100,000 additional school places would cost just 2.4 per cent of that 
contribution. Indeed, that figure is just over a week’s worth of contributions 
to the EU. 

• London needs 88,000 more primary school places next year and of those 
Enfield is among the areas at risk of running out of places. 

• EU rules delay our building of schools and add millions to the cost. 


NHS: 


• Our EU contributions are enough to build a new, fully-staffed NHS hospital 
every week, yet we are allowing increasing demand, while at the same time 
cutting expenditure. 

• North Middlesex Hospital A&E has the worst waiting times in London and as 
a result is under threat of closure. 

• Enfield has a two week waiting time to see your family doctor due to the 
increase in demand. 

• EU rules cost us more than money; the Clinical Trials Directive badly delays 
the testing of cancer drugs. 

• Some GP practices have gone from a patient 1st of 1,500 to 4,000 in 10 years.
